Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the
ton. State of Jowa. The exclusive jurisdiction over the lands
of the State of Towa, as the United States has already pur-
chased, or may hereafter purchase within the limits of
State of Iowa, is hereby ceded to the United State of Amer-
ica: Provided, said United States shall purchase said lands
"of the purchasers thereof and shall erect thereon buildings
for public uses, and provided further, that nothing in this
act shall be so construed as to prevent, on such lands, the
service of judicial process issued by any court of this State,
or prevent the courts of this State from exercising jurisdie-
tion of crimes committed thereon.

Brempt from OEC. 2. All the lands over which jurisdiction is hereby
